Consul-General Skinner Reports on the 
Silver Trade at Marseilles. 
WasuinotTon, D. C., June 10.—Consu 
General Skinner, at Marseilles, France, ha 
made an extended report on the subject oi 
silver and plated ware, in the course of 
which he says that the extent of the loca 
manufacture of this class of goods is very lim 
ited. There is but one firm who occupy 
themselves as manufacturers to any great 
extent. As may be imagined, a_ business 
proportioned to the needs of a city of half 
a million inhabitants is transacted in these 
lines by resident dealers, who seek their 

supplies almost exclusively in Paris. 

Mr, Skinner is not aware that any effort 
has been made to instruct the local trade 
with reference to American silverware and 
plated ware, and attempts of this character 
he says, will receive little encouragement 
without strenuous effort. 

A. Bel, Rue St. Ferreol, I, advises Con 
sul-General Skinner as follows: ‘French 
people prefer French ware, because it is 
more artistic in design and execution, and 
cheaper in price. The quality of foreign 
ware is probably as good.” Mr. Bel de 
clares with much assurance that English 
and American houses buy their best goods 
from Parisian houses, and he is convinced 
that the price of foreign ware, with the 
tariff added, would render business impos 
sible, although he would consider designs, 
prices and samples. 

A. Bressand et Gayde, 28B Rue St. Fer 
reol, also fashionable dealers, do not handle 
foreign ware of any description, and no 
plated ware of any kind. They say that 
their customers prefer French ware on ac 
count of its superior artistic qualities. 
They imagine that odd pieces of foreign 
make possessing novelty might sell, if well 
made and low in price. G. Bornand, 6 
Rue Paradis, substantially repeats the fore 
going, and dwells upon the great competi 
tion among Parisian silversmiths as the 
reason for the excellent quality and low 
price of artistic ware. 

The foregoing are fairly representative 
interviews with the best Marseilles con 
cerns, and, it may be added, are not dis 
similar in tone with interviews with retail 
dealers in most lines of manufactured 
wares wherein the artistic element plays 
any important part. Whether this skept1 
cism is merely the result of a long-settled 
conviction in France that art ideals may 
only be realized in France, intending ex 
porters must determine for themselves 

It may be said, with considerable definite 
ness, that to build up an American trade in 
France will involve the establishment in 
Paris of an importing agency through 
which the European trade may be handled 
Consul-General Skinner believes that with 
proper efforts a satisfactory trade can be 
established, as French dealers have no con- 
ception of the resources of American man 
ufacturers. Their ideas of foreign ware are 
mainly drawn from examples of German 
and British plated goods, which certainly 
lack a great deal in comparison with stand- 
ard ware of American production.

Fraudulent. 

A dispatch from Paris Wednesday 
stated that the report of Clermont 
Ganeau, the archeologist who was chosen 
to determine the authenticity of the tiara 
of Saitapharnes, the supposedly precious 
relic of the Louvre collection, sets forth 
that the tiara is not authentic and that it 
was executed at the instance of an un- 
known party by the Russian artist Rukho- 
movsky. The French Government paid 
$40,000 for the tiara. 

The report has attracted widespread at- 
tention in artistic and archzological cir 
cles, and the result is considered to be evi- 
dence of the Government’s determination 
to protect the genuine relics of the Louvre 
by exposing the falsity of spurious articles

INQVIRIES CHEER FULLY ANSWERED. 
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Labor Union Begins Campaign to Organ- 
ize Jewsiry Workers of the Attleboros. 
NortH AtTTLEBORO, June 13.—The long 

expected attempt at organization among 

the jewelry employes of North Attleboro 
has been made. A mass meeting has been 
held with an attendance of about 300 work 
ers, a charter has been applied for, and be- 
fore this article is in print a bona-fide union 
will probably be in existence with a mem 

bership of nearly 50. 

The first that was known of the move- 
ment was when the representative of THE 
CIRCULAR-WEEKLY discovered that Lafayette 
Hall had been hired for a mass meeting by 
the International Organizer, Edward C. 
Wind, of Newark. The attendance at the 
meeting was a surprise, in point of num- 
bers, to even the most ardent union sup- 
porters. The speakers were Mr. Wind and 
George Brady, secretary of Union 9 of 
Providence. The advantages of union mem 
bership were recited at length, the speech- 
making lasting for two hours. At its close 
Mr. Brady passed through the hall with a 
petition for a charter and obtained 27 sig 
natures. 

In an interview with Tut 
WEEKLY representative, Mr. Wind said that 
he had ascertained the average weekly wage 
of jewelry workers in the principal centers

where jewelry is made. He said wages in 
the Attleboros were the lowest of any, be 
ing $8.50. He placed the Providence fig 
ure at $10.50, Newark at $11.75, and gave 
New York the lead, with $12.50. He ac 
knowledged the well-known fact that the 
relations between employer and employed 
in North Attleboro were more harmonious 
than in most places, but said that condition 
always conduced to low wages. He said 
he had been told time and again that he 
could not organize the Attleboros and jew 
elers all over the country were of the opin 
ion that these two towns hold the key to 
the situation,

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Mrs. Dulles 

United States Circuit Court of Appeals 

Reverses Forfeiture of Her Pearl 

Neckiace, and Orders a New Trial. 

A decision by Judges Lacombe, Towns- 
end and Coxe, sitting in the United States 
Circuit Court of Appeals, which was hand- 
ed down Wednesday, reverses a decree 
of the United States District Court, for- 
feiting to the United States the pearl neck- 
lace which was seized from Mrs. L. Har- 
rison Dulles, of Philadelphia, last July, 
and orders a new trial. This decision 
on the appeal from a decree of Judge 
Adams, of the District Court. The ap- 
peal was taken upon a writ of error to re- 
view the decree. 

As readers of THE CrRCULAR-WEEKLY 
are aware, the necklace was taken from 
Mrs. Dulles by a special employe of the 
Treasury Department and forfeited to the 
Government for non-payment of duty. The 
trial was held in November last year in 
the United States District Court before 
Judge Adams and a jury. At the end of 
the trial, which lasted nearly three days, 
Judge Adams directed the jury to bring 
in a verdict in favor of the Government. 
It was upon the point of law as to whether 
Judge Adams could be justified in so di- 
recting the jury that the appeal was taken. 
The details of the case and the seizure of 
the necklace have been published in pre- 
vious issues of THE CrrcuLAR-WEEKLY. 

The “information” filed against the jew- 
els contained six counts, but all of these 
were abandoned either upon the trial or 
upon the argument, except the section 
which reads as follows: 

That on or about the 22d day of July, 1902, Mrs. 
L. Harrison Dulles did fraudulently and knowingly 
import into the United States, and assist in so 
doing, the said goods, wares and merchandise, to 
wit, a chain set with 246 pearls, and a giamond 
clasp, contrary to law, that is to say, that on the 
said 22d day of July, 1902, the said Mrs. Dulles 
imported and brought within the United States, 
ex steamship Kronpring Wilhelm, the said prop- 
erty without mentioning or declaring the same to 
the said collector, and without entering the same 
dutiable upon the arrival f the vessel

The free advertising received by jewelers 
outside of New York who import diamonds 
direct from Europe, has been great, and this 
is given as the reason why the jewels wer¢ 
entered at the local ports. This explana 
tion has been accepted not only as extrem¢ 
ly probable, but undoubtedly true, by many 
New York diamond importers, and as these 
are the men who would undoubtedly suffer 
the most in case diamonds were imported into 
the country and appraised below their actual 
value, and as these men are thoroughly 
familiar with the circumstances and details 
of the cases under consideration, their judg- 
ment and opinion that no fraud has been 
attempted should have some weight. 

lhe only case of alleged undervaluation 
which came up for examination last week 
was that of Fox Bros. & Co., Cincinnati. 
his concern has been importing two ship- 
ments of diamonds a year for a number of

Court for a restraining order to prevent the 
Collector from sending the stones to New 
York until the plaintiff could be heard upon 
the petition for a preliminary injunction. 
Judge Brown granted the restraining order 
Thursday, and the hearing on the petition 
took place to-day. 

The point raised by the plaintiffs was to 
the effect that the Customs Collector had no 
right to send the diamonds out of the dis- 
trict for appraisal; that the importing firm 
had complied with all the laws governing 
such cases, and that it was entitled to have 
the diamonds appraised here by the local of- 
ficials, and that the importing firm would 
be subjected to great loss caused by the de- 
lay which would lessen the _ plaintiff's 
chances of disposing of the stones. Fur 
thermore, the plaintiffs claim that they have 
heretofore brought stones into this country 
and they had been passed by the local 
appraiser. 

Collector of the Port Wilson exhibited 
the orders from the Treasury Department 
authorizing the sending of the diamonds to 
New York for appraisal. 

After hearing the arguments, Judge 
Brown announced that he would hold the 
case for one week in order that the attor 
neys on both sides may file briefs. 

After the hearing Mr. Henius character 
ized the action of the Treasury Department 
as a form of “persecution.” He expressed 
the opinion that the Government was being 
instigated to such action by an association 
of New York diamond merchants who de 
sired that New York be made the only port 
of entry for such goods. Mr. Henius said 
that his firm was perfectly willing to aid the 
Government in every possible way in ferret 
ing out any fraud that may be going on in 
the importation of precious stones. Mr. 
Henius said three separate consignments of 
diamonds which had come to the firm 
through New York, bonded to Providence, 
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have been sent back by the Government for 
revaluation by experts. In no case ha 
there been any fault found by the Govern 
ment with the firm’s appraisal. Mr. Henius 
said that the firm was getting weary of this 
sort of thing, and had determined to find 
out just what its rights are. He added that 
it was by no means a test case, but simply 
an attempt on the part of the firm to reliev 
itself from an unpleasant condition. 

The outcome of the case will be awaited 
with considerable interest by all importers 

Cuicaco, Ill, June 13.—United States 
General Appraiser Sharretts, of New York, 
was in this city yesterday, and was for 
short time in conference with Local Ap 
praiser Crowley. The exact nature of the 
New York Appraiser’s visit could not be 
learned, but it is believed that it related to 
the alleged undervaluation of diamonds in 
inland ports of entry.

Assignee Nevius stated to a Cir 
WEEKLY reporter Monday that the affair 
of Mr. Gattle were in fairly good shap 
and that undoubtedly his creditors woul 
not be very heavy sufferers from the fai 
ure He said that he was working on th 
schedules and assets and liabilities of M1 
Gattle, and as soon as they were in shap¢ 
he would, file them in the Supreme Court 
As soon as-they are filed he intends to call 
a meeting of-the creditors to acquaint them 
with the facts in the matter and try to ar 
range for a settlement. He said that the 
whole proceedings and every detail of the 
matter would be laid bare for the inspec 
tion of the creditors, and that the matter 
would be settled up fairly and honestly 

Mr. Gattle began in the jewelry business 
in 1895, and was formerly of the Gattle 
Jewelry Co., Gattle Bros., and treasurer of 
the corporation of Gattle, Ettinger & 
Hammel up to November, 1900, when he 
retired from the partnership and began 
business on his own account. He traveled 
much on the road, and his assignment is 
said to have been precipitated by lack of 
ready money to meet maturing obligations 
It has been declared by certain creditors 
that his assets are in the neighborhood of 
$100,000, while his liabilities are not more 
than $70,000, but Mr. Nevius would not 
confirm this, saying that such figures were 
merely the result of guesswork. 

Schickerling Bros. obtained $1,600 worth 
of mountings from Mr. Gattle Monday on 
a writ of replevin. A member of this firm 
said to a CrrCULAR-WEEKLY reporter that 
when the safe was opened all that could be 
found in it was about $1,606 worth of dia- 
mond mountings. About $2,200 worth of 
mountings were sold by the concern to Mr. 
Gattle about two days before his assign- 
ment, 

An involuntary petition in bankruptcy 
was filed yesterday afternoon, in the United 
States District Court of New York, against 
Mr. Gattle by B. & L. Veit, diamond dealers 
at 11 Maiden Lane, who are creditors in 
the sum of $875. The petition states that 
there are less than 12 creditors of Mr. Gat 
tle and that one of the reasons why a pe 
tition should be filed is to protect the cred 
itors against certain other creditors who 
are beginning replevin pence:

MONTREAL, Can., June 13.—The seizure in 
revendication of a lot of the 
plaintiff, in a case of J. Bennervich vs. A. 
Stirling, was maintained by Justice Curran 
morning. Alexander Stirling is a 
watchmaker and jeweler of this city. The 
defendant had an agreement with the plain- 
tiff to repair watches at a certain contract 
price. The plaintiff owed the defendant an 
amount of over $200. 

The parties compromised and Bennervich 
accepted Stirling’s note for $100 in full 
settlement. When the note fell due it was 
protested, but, subsequently, paid, and Ben 
nervich then claimed a number of watches 
belonging to him which still remained in 
Stirling’s possession, as he claims, for se 
curing the payment of the note.~ Stirling 
refused to give up these watches, alleging 
that he had repaired them, and that Ben- 
nervich still owed him the sum of $22 for 
such repairs. This, he claims, was not in- 
cluded in the $100 settlement. During the 
pendency of the suit, the watches were 
handed over to the plaintiff, upon his giving 
security. 

At the trial Bennervich proved that the 
watches had not been properly repaired and 
that he had been obliged to have them put 
in order by another workman, whereupon 
Stirling produced an expert workman to 
establish that when the watches were hand 
ed over they were in good order and condi- 
tion, and keeping correct time. The expert 
never opened any of the but 
merely listened to the ticking of each. He 
could not tell how many watches he exam- 
ined, and the Court decided that his evi 
dence, although given no doubt in good 
faith, could not stand against the positive 
and conclusive testimony of the plaintiff's

In such a case it 
would be far better to let it alone, for I 
do not think there would be enough real- 
ized in this line to allow him to neglect 
his other business unless the section in 
which he is located were without the 
numerous competitors which are at present 
in that line and large enough to support 
such a department to make it pay. Without 
these conditions the jeweler who interests 
himself whelly in this line might as well 
drop the jewelry business altogether, and 
devote all of his time to photographic sup- 
plies, rather than be in the jewelry business 
at the same time and neglect it. But to-day

Rocuester, N. Y., June 10.—The eighth 
annual meeting of the Optical Society of 
the State of New York was held in this 
city yesterday, the State opticians being the 
guests of the Rochester Optical Club. Tak- 
ing the convention as a whole, it was voted 
by all present as the most successful as- 
sembly of State opticians ever held and the 
good work done at the convention will 
greatly strengthen the State society. 

The convention was called to order in the 
assembly rooms of the Rochester Cham- 
ber of Commerce at 10 o’clock, by Presi- 
dent B. B. Clark. After the minutes had

been approved, the financial report, the re- 
port of the executive committee and that 
of the legislative committee were presented 
by the secretary, treasurer and chairmen 
of the committees, respectively. 

President Clark then delivered his annual 
address as follows: 


PRESIDENT CLARK’S ADDRESS. 

Members of the Optical Society of the State of 
New York: While the past year has not brought 
about any radical changes or developments in the 
condition of the society, I feel that its membership 
occupies a higher plane in the estimation of the 
general public. I believe the optometricians of 
this State are doing more and better work, that 
their methods of advertising and conducting their 
business are better. I believe they understand their 
field and limitations better and are surely, if 
slowly, doing those things which tend to improve 
their status. The practice of optometry is a pro- 
fession that has a field of its own, and the benefits 
derived by the public from the high class work 
done by members of our profession is the surest 
proof of it. 

The competent optometrician understands the use 
of the ophthalmoscope and is able to diagnose the 
abnormal conditions of the does not 
attempt to enter the field of the medical practi- 
tioner. I think it a part of the duty of the 
members of this society to do all in their power 
toward educating the parents and the teachers 
in the public schools regarding the necessity of 
giving more attention to children’s eyes, and that 
they be positive that the child’s eyes are in a 
condition to do the work required. The examin- 
ations of the eyes of over 1,200 children in the 
public schools of this city four years ago, showed 
over 25 per cent with imperfect vision, and ob- 
jective examinations would of course increase the 
percentage.

The subject of optical legislation has been given 
considerable thought by the officers of the society 
and the legislative introducing 
and passing of a satisfactory optometry bill in this 


committee The 


State is a different proposition from that encoun 
tered in some other States. The members of the 
medical profession in this State are sufficiently 
organized and alert to thwart any legislation which 
they consider antagonistic to their interests; how- 
ever, T have come to the conclusion from inter- 
views with the chairmen of the legislative com- 
mittees of the medical societies that a bill can be 
formulated that will meet the approval of the 
medical profession, and be mutually beneficial to 
them, to the public and to ourselves. 

As to the ways and means of introducing and 
passing such a measure, we can do no better than 
to leave the matter in the hands of our legislative 
committee, and officers of the society, and at the 
same time give them our undivided support. When 
the medical fraternity are convinced that we are 
not attempting to make a short cut to the practice 
of medicine, and that we do not presume to invade 
their sphere in any way, they will be ready and 
willing to support us. 

For that reason I would recommend that any 
titles used by optometricians which would tend to 
infer that they might be a ‘“Doctor’’ of medicine, 
be discontinued. I advise this because I think it 
is right and good business policy. The amount 
of money which the legislative committee required 
in order to introduce a bill according to last year’s 
programme was not raised, and I would suggest 
that all moneys collected for legislative use be 
placed in the hands of the treasurer of this so- 
ciety, to be used for necessary expenses in intro- 
ducing and passing an optometry measure. 

In order to have more funds for furthering the 
best interests of the society I would suggest an 
amendment to Article 5 of our by-laws. I would 
suggest making the initiation $2 and the annual 
dues $3; that amount with our present member- 
ship will give us sufficient funds, I think, to carry 
out any measures that will be for our interest, 
without asking for further contributions or making 
assessments. 

I would also suggest that the affiliation of the 
local societies with the State society, as regards 
financial relations, be discontinued. I do not be- 
lieve it is wise nor expedient to coerce into the 
State society members of the local society, and I 
believe there is, or will be, sufficient incentive for 
those members to belong to the State organization. 

In case you act favorably upon my recommenda- 
tion to raise our present dues, it would be neces 
sary for the local societies to pay a larger propor 
tion of their income to the State society, which 
I think they would object to, and I think the 
most practical solution of the matter would be to 
divorce the present financial arrangement and let 
affiliation be only for social, scientific and legisla 
tive purposes. 

I would suggest changing Article 7, relating to 
meetings; Section 1, I would omit; Section 2 to 
read: “‘Annual meetings as well as stated meet 
ings of the society shall be held at such time and 
place as the executive committee may decide.” 

Article 2, relating to membership, I think it 
advisable to amend, so as to read: ‘Candidates 
for membership may be proposed upon application 
to secretary, in writing, and endorsed by a mem 
ber of the society, who shall assume responsibility 
as to eligibility of applicant. 

I would suggest to the society that a resolution 
be passed to read as follows: ““Any member of the 
O. S. S. of N. Y. in good standing who is brought 
suit against for malpractice should be entitled to 
and receive the moral and financial support of the 
society, providing that after an investigation by a 
committee appointed by the president, for that 
purpose, he should be found worthy. While such 
occurrences are rare, there are instances of per 
secution, and I believe that any member asking 
for such aid should receive it 

This society has been in existence for the past 
eight years without incorporating, and I would 
suggest that the officers of the society be empow 
ered to take such action. According to law it is 
necessary to have a two-third vote of the society; 
this matter with the others will be brought up at 
our business session. 

We have been invited by the American Associa- 
tion of Opticians to affiliate with that body, and 
you are requested to take such action as you deem

not practical, for if you have not a very 
good roller remove: t 1S likely to caus¢ 
the breaking of a pivot. If a roller remover 
is to be used, there should be at least two 
of different sizes in the outfit, one for large 
and another for small watches, or the tool 
should be provided with two or three punch 
caps of different sizes which may be inter 
changed and serve as punches for small or 
large watches 

\ simpler method of fastening and 
straightening a roller jewel is illustrated 
by Fig. 10, which represents a balance with 
the staff and roller mounted to it. This tool 
was described in Workshop Notes of July 
2, 1902, and it will therefore suffice to ex- 
plain it briefly 

The loop which is seen fastened to the 
right of the roller table is bent out of a 
piece of copper wire of which the ends are 
somewhat flattened by hammering. It is 
made so as to open when pressed between 
the fingers, and thus can easily be attached 
to the roller table. When it is fastened 
it touches neither the arms nor the rim of 
the balance. By heating the end near the 
arrow in the small flame of an alcohol lamp, 
the copper wire, by its great conductibility, 
will soon have heated the roller table suff 
ciently to melt the cement or shellac. 

At this moment the loop is withdrawn 
from the flame and the roller jewel is ad- 
justed with a pair of tweezers. The loop 


keeps the roller table warm long enough 
to allow of a perfect fastening or straight 
ening. Another home-made tool, which is 
very convenient and practical, is that illus 
trated in Fig. 11. It is used for the same 
purpose as the foregoing and is still more 


handy and reliable, inasmuch as it requires 








dD 








less care in handling than the roller jewel 
It is not at all necessary to remove either 
the roller table or the hairspring when 
using this tool. 

The entire tool is represented in diminu 
tive size by D, Fig. 11. The upper part is 
a strip of copper plate, fastened in a 
wooden handle. The end of the strip 1s 
filed with a circular slot (shown mort 
plainly in sketches A, B, C),:to enable one 
to turn with the tool around the balance 
staff b, in any of the required manipulations 
Sketch A represents a balance with its staff 
b, roller jewel a, and the slotted copper 
part c, of the tool. 

When the tool is to be used, the end ¢ 
which is to be placed upon the roller, 1s 
previously heated moderately—that 1s, just 
enough to communicate heat to the rollet 
table so as to make the cement fusible

Conversion of an Ordinary Watch into a 
Decimal Timepiece. 


HE Geographical Society of Toulouse, 
the naval port of France, of which M. 
de Rey-Pailhade was formerly the presi- 
dent, and still is one of the master spirits, is 
the great center of the modern decimal 
movement, which, under such _ influence, 
constantly gains headway among French 
horologists. On the occasion of the 37th 
Congress of Scientific Societies of 
France, held at Toulouse in 1898, there was 
an international exposition of the apparatus 
proposed or in use for the decimalization of 
angles and of the time, which, in its extent, 
was a reveiation of what had been accom- 
plished by the indefatigable exertions of 
above-mentioned M, de Rey-Pailhade and 
his collaborators. 

The catalogue of the bound volumes and 
pamphlets devoted to the decimal system 
from the days of the National Convention 
then exhibited numbered many hundreds 
and filled several pages in each of several 
consecutive numbers of the Moniteur de la 
Bijouterie et de Horlogerie. With all this 
effort and this abounding literature, the 
decimal system would to-day be a realized 
institution in France but for the actual or 
imagined obstacle of inducing people to 
count 100 when they have been accustomed 
to count 60. 

The Gregorian calendar could not have 
been adopted for centuries except by papal 
influence and royal command, and in Eng- 
land, where popes were at a discount and 
kings could not dictate without losing their 
lives or at least their thrones, the change 
was not inaugurated until long after every 
other civilized nation except Russia 
(equally opposed to papal influence) was 
employing a system of dates which came 
constantly into conflict with English usage 
and convenience. Even when the govern- 
ment was constrained by literary, scientific 
and commercial interests to yield to the out- 
side pressure, riots had to be encountered 
at home from the alleged attempt to “rob 
the laboring classes of 11 days.” 

In France, if the National Convention 
could have perpetuated its influence, it 
would have made the decimal system a 
success, from the mere desire of innovation 
and of overriding traditions, but now, in 
the absence of extraneous influence, the 





decimal system, as applied to time, has to 
make its way slowly and by other methods. 

Among these is an ingenious attempt 
by M. Borde, a watchmaker of Sarlat, to 
decimalize an ordinary watch, and thus ob- 
viate the objection of the expense. M. 
Marulaz, secretary of the Toulouse Geo- 
graphical Society, and member of the Com- 
mission for the Study of Decimal Time, de- 
scribes this new contrivance in the Revue 
Chronométrique. 

M. Borde has taken an ordinary watch, 
giving 18,000 vibrations per hour, and ar- 
ranged the motion work so that the hour 
hand makes one revolution a day, and the 
minute hand 10 revolutions in the same 
time. The ordinary dial has been replaced 
by a dial divided into 10 equal intervals, 
numbered from 1 to 10, each representing 
a decimal hour. No. 10, which corresponds

to midnight, is, as now, inscribed at the 
top of the dial. 

Each horary division is divided into 10 
equal parts, so that the number of parts 
contained in the periphery of the dial 
counts 100. Thus, according to the plan ap- 
plied by M. Borde, each of the smaller di 
visions represents a minute. 

M. de Rey-Pailhade divides the day into 
100 equal parts or “cés,” and each cé into 
10 “decicés.” M. Borde, in the notation of 
the time, preserves the terms now in use— 
hour, minute and second—the public not 
being yet ready to abandon expressions to 
which they, and their ancestors before them, 
have always been accustomed. 

If, in the watch here illustrated, the 
short hand was on the 23d division and 
the longer on the 37th, M. de Rey-Pailhade 
would read 23 cés, 7 decicés; and M. Borde, 
2 hours, 37 minutes. By adding a seconds 
hand making 100 revolutions in the deci- 
mal hour, we would have the second deci- 
mal, which M. de _ Rey-Pailhade calls 
“millicé.” Thus, the time indicated by the 
watch would, according to his notation, be 
KO cés, 75 millicés; according to M. Borde 
5 hours, 75 seconds. 

For the striking arrangement in decimal 
clocks, M. Borde proposes to divide the 





hour into five equal parts and to provi 
for repeating every 20, 40, 60 and 80 dec 
mal minutes (that is, about all the sexagesi 
mal half hours), and to add to this indica 
tion one stroke for the first fifth of the hour 
two strokes for the second, and so on, wy 
to five for the last fifth. 





The Chronometric Exposition at Amsterdam. 


(Condensed for THE JEweLers’ CrrcuLAR-WEEKLY 
from the Revue Chronometrique.) 


HEN the Dutch Clockmakers’ Con 
federation held their last general 
meeting in the capital of the Netherlands 
they sought to give brilliancy to the oc 
casion by organizing a chronometric ex 
position. This, arranged in too short 
time, was rather an impromptu attempt 
than a well-prepared enterprise; neverth« 
less, it has made most agreeable impres 
sions on the numerous visitors. A part of 
the objects exhibited belonged to the new 
museum at Amsterdam; other pieces were 
contributed by clockmakers and various 
persons. 

Notwithstanding the restricted site at 
disposal for exhibiting so large a collec 
tion, the public has acquired a knowledg« 
of many antique objects unknown or sup 
posed to be lost. Old iocal industries seem 
to have awakened to new life everywhere 
in Holland. Old-fashioned pieces have 
taken their places by the side of the mod 
ern, when they were least expected. 

Among these is a_ beautiful Friesian 
clock which, mounted on a rack, redescends 
under the action of its own weight, serv 
ing at the same time to maintain the move 
ment; there is also a pendule based on the 
same principle, owned by Prof. Van de Sand: 
Bakhuysen, the well-known astronomer, 

The old clock and watch industries were 
represented geographically by Friesland, 
Groningen, Drenthe, Zaandam, Amsterdam 
and The Hague. The last three cities, it 
may be remarked, worked more than the 
others for the great commercial exchanges 
By the side of these objects, the horo 
logical tools were to be seen; the coarse 
primitive Friesian instruments were neat 
those which modern industry produces 
Fortunately, the Museum of Amsterdam 
very rich in material of this kind. 

The Junghaus collection, sent by the ac- 
commodating proprietor, has been a feast 
for the connoisseurs, who have been able 
to examine closely the precious objects 
which compose it Amateurs having 
taste for exotics were gratified with the 
sight of three Japanese clocks 

Prototypes of alarm clocks might curt 
those of their error who think that sin 
plicity is easy to discover; and a pendulum 
of four meters, proceeding from a tower,

Question No, 482.—Cracked Dials. 
Sometimes, when in a hurry, and forcing 
a new movement in a new case which is 
somewhat narrow, it happens that the dial 
cracks, and when the fingers are inadver- 
tently passed over it, especially in the Sum- 
mer time, 1 may be surprised with a bad 
looking, crackea, new dial. Do you know 
of any way to clean such cracks? A. RK. 1. 

ANswer:—A good way to remove black 
cracks on dials is to take the dial between 
two fingers, and to push gently under the 
watch dial with a third finger, so as to 
slightly open the crack; then rub the crack 
with a clove of garlic, after which rub off 
the .dial with a clean piece of linen 
moistened with lukewarm water. Care 
must be taken not to rub over the cracks 
again with moist fingers. 

Question No, 483.—To Blacken Alumi- 
num.—You have on several occasions given 
valuable information about the working of 
aluminum. Would you now be kind enough 
to give me a receipt for blackening alumi- 
num? Hh, Fn de 

ANSWER :—We described under Question 
No. 437 a method of doing this, but what is 
probably a more practical way was lately 
published in the Jnland Printer. It is as 
follows: Take white arsenic, eight ounces ; 
sulphate of iron, one ounce; hydrochlorine 
acid, 12 ounces; water, 12 ounces. When 
the arsenic and iron are dissolved by the 
acid, add the water. The aluminum to be 
blackened should be well cleaned with fine 
emery powder and washed before immersing 
in the blackening solution. When the de- 
posit of black is deep enough, dry off with 
fine sawdust and then lacquer the article if 
a bright black is desired. 

Question No, 484.—Platinum.—Can you 
inform me how to produce a fine, bright 
cut on platinum diamond Setting jewelry? 
We have no difficulty with the gold work, 
but the platina looks dull and leady.

ANSWER :—The properties of platinum are 
somewhat varied. Pure molten platinum is 
as soft as copper, not porous, very mallea- 
ble and ductile. It is whiter than the or- 
dinary platinum and takes a brilliant polish. 
Commercial platinum is rarely pure, gener- 
ally containing a considerable proportion of 
iridium and a little rhodium, and sometimes 
other substances. Platinum in its mallea- 
ble state may be cut with a knife, but with 
steel it forms an alloy not to be touched 
with a file. A compound of one part plat- 
inum and four parts copper is of a yellow- 
pink color, hard, ductile and susceptible 
of a fine polish. An alloy of three parts of 
platinum and two parts of copper is nearly 
white, very hard and brittle. According to 
Spon, the ordinary commercial platinum is 
prepared with six times its weight of pure 
lead, of which further on the greater part 
of the latter metal is removed by a chemical 
process. All these different alloys produce 
platinum of different hardnesses. In order 
to make bright cuts with the graver, the lat- 
ter should be polished by rubbing it over 
a piece of very fine-grained emery paper, 





or on a piece of wood with diamantine and 
alcohol. 

QueEsTION No, 485.—Gold Ores.—P?P/ease 
give us in your Workshop Notes the most 
approved method of extracting gold from 
low grade ores, by what is known as the 


can be used to good advantage in extracting 
gold from workshop sweepings. B. B. 
ANSWER :—Gold almost al- 
ways in the native state in three separate 
conditions: (1) Free gold in ancient and 
modern alluvial deposits; (2) encased in 
non-metalliferous rocks, chiefly quartz; 
and (3) associated with the sulphides of 
arsenides and other metals, principally iron 
and copper, more rarely lead and antimony. 
The condition of occurrence determines the 
mode of extraction. In case 1, ad- 
vantage is taken of the great specific grav- 
ity of the metal to separate it by more or 
less complicated washing processes in wa- 
ter; in case 2, the rock requires to be 
crushed to a gritty or even pulpy con- 
sistence before the washing operation can 
be commenced, while in case 3, both the 
washing and crushing are brought into 
requisition in order to liberate the gold 
holding part of the mass of ore, and this 
comparatively small proportion of the whole 
is subjected to chemical or metallurgical 
treatment for the purpose of isolating its 
metallic contents, with which the gold is 
associated. None of can

1859 an association of jewelers in Paris, to 
which nearly all belong, has originated a 
plant in which the refining of sweepings, 
solutions and washings, generally called 
lemel, are done for their mutual benefit.

It is safe 
to say that none of the large importing 
houses are receiving shipments of any con- 
sequence at this time, but all of them 
are offering extra. inducements to jew- 
elers to purchase odd pieces and left 
over samples. Among the concerns offer- 
ing such opportunities should be mentioned 
L. Straus & Sons, 42 Warren St., New 
York. A broken line of very desirable 
pieces of Vienna pottery and Austrian 
china, which will undoubtedly be as popular 
in design and other features next season, as 
they have been in the past, is unusually at- 
tractive. The pottery consists of a highly 
glazed, two colored body effect, ornamented 
with floral designs in raised gold.

THE’ RAMBLER. 


Strike of the Glassworkers in Bohemia. 


"gente McFARLAND, in a re- 
cent report to the State Depart- 
ment at Washington, states that the 
unsatisfactory conditions in the cut- 
glass industry of Bohemia—more or 
less unsettled for years—have reached a 
climax in the strike of some 1,600 skilled 
cutters and finishers, now affecting some 
20 manufacturing towns and villages and 
threatening to involve the entire industry 
of the district. 

These workers are a peculiar class, fre- 
quently constituting the population of the 
village where a factory is located. Chil 
dren begin to receive instruction at very 
early ages, and from about 6 years serve 
an exacting apprenticeship. A portion of 
this cutting and finishing work is done in 
the factories proper, where power and ma 
chines are furnished under varying condi 
tions, which to a large extent are responsi- 
ble for the prevailing discontent. Of the 
3,019 workers of this class, 1,055 are fe 
males. Much of the work, however, is done 
by foot power at the humble homes of the 
workers, being carried back and forth on 
the backs of women and girls, the simple 
machines being either owned by the work 
ers or rented from the factories 

There are 7,257 of these skilled artisans, 
as shown by the recent industrial census, 
and unquestionably a large proportion is 
women. All work is done by the piece, no 
fixed daily wages being paid. An employer 
claims that the average wage amounts to 
3.15 crowns (76.5 cents) per day for male 
and 2.30 crowns (55.8 cents) for female 
labor for the five days of the week upon

By reason of the 
high specific of the colors to be 
used, it is necessary to add one pound of a 
very thin mixture of china clay and water 
to each pound of the above mixture. With- 
out this precaution the colors employed 
would not float on the surface of the 
preparation. 

The under-glaze colors, which have been 
triturated with water and kept in duly 
labeled jars, are now mixed with beef gall, 
which, to guard against spoiling, has had a 
little carbolic acid added, and are then: spat- 
tered by means of a brush, preferably one 
with open bristles, on the surface of the 
mixture. Marbled veins will immediately 
be formed, which can, if desired, be worked 
into variety of combinations by stirring 
with a comb. The biscuit is now dipped 
in this solution, afterwards slightly washed, 
and the colors then hardened-on in the kiln, 
when it is ready for the dipper. Such por- 
tions as may be desired white can be so re- 
tained by painting over with a clay and 
gum solution, which is afterwards washed 
off. Should it be desired to marble glost 
pieces, the colors must be mixed with oil 
before the spattering on, and the ware given 
a coat of grounding oil. Strikingly beau- 
tiful effects can be produced with a little 
care and attention.—Pottery Gazette.

Pretoria district They had every cont 
dence in the future, and that the throwing 
open of the ground would mean not only 
that the pipe would be worked, but that 
the digger would probably be able to mal 
a livelihood from the wash which must 
exist in the vicinity of the diamond pipes 
The deputation asserted their convictio1 
that there existed in the vicinity of Pr 
toria one mine of exceptional richness 
which everyone had been allowed to se 
and judge for themselves The deputa 
tion believed that the opening up of thes 
fields would be of material value to a larg 
number of men who were at present unem 
ployed, and who would rapidly adapt them 
selves to the life of diggers, and find 
very profitable.
